The fact is true, however, that 
there are hundreds of men in all of 
our states who are at present unable 
to get work. 
The usual cause

signed for tills unfortunate condition 
of affairs is: 
There are ‘ more men 
that! jobs.” 
This is a truth applic­ 
able only to pursuits other than agri­ 
cultural, such as manufacturing, cler­ 
ical, and professional. 
There is and 
always has been land enough on our 
planet to afford every able and will­ 
ing man employment. 
The main trouble ever has been 
and is now that men obtain posses­ 
sion of more land than they can use, 
and keep the newcomer off. 
A secondary trouble, which often 
is as serious in its results 
as 
the 
other, is that even if the land is fret*. 
or nearly so. as when 
the 
general 
government, at times, opens up reser­ 
vations to the public, the man with 
little or no capital cannot avail him­ 
self of the homestead privileges, not 
having money for tile necessary in­ 
troductory expenses for food, build­ 
ings and tools while his tirst crops 
are maturing. 
The Land Settlement bill, for which 
petitions art* now being circulated ex­ 
tensively throughout the state, is a 
measure, modeled after the New Zea­ 
land Land law, which when adopted 
will remedy the evils above referred 
to, and will afford “land for Hie land­ 
less.” 
Municipally-owned land is to 
be leased under this bill by counties 
to actual settlers in parcels not to ex­ 
ceed 20 acres, and, if needed, a resi­ 
dence will be built by the county for 
each family not to exceed 
in 
cost 
$250.00, and the settler is 
to 
have 
seven years in which to repay the ad­ 
vance. 
The leased land is to be re­ 
valued once in every five years, so 
that the money spent by the counties 
under the law' will become a fairly 
good financial investment. 
lf the principle and policy of this 
bill commend it, yon are urged to sign 
the petitions, and when feasible to be­ 
come circulator thereof.

That the attendance of the Santa 
Ana schools has grown with a rapid­ 
ity that could not have been provided 
for in advance is indicated by the an­ 
nual report of City School Superin­ 
tendent J. A. Cranston.

Gives Information About 
County Free Libraries 


The following article on the county 
free library matter, which com es up 
before the Board of Supervisors on 
W ednesday, 
and 
concerning 
which 
there is a controversy, has been sub­ 
mitted by a committee of the county 
Federation of Women’s clubs, which 
has bee spreading 
Information 
con­ 
cerning the two methods of county 
free library service: 
Outline of System 
The county library system estab­ 
lishes an organization centered in and 
controlled by the California State li­ 
brary, which Is designed to reach ev­ 
ery section of the state through what 
is virtually an agency in each county 
seat. 
The system in its full development 
consists as follows: 
1. . The State Library at Sacramen­ 
to a i the center; from which an "or­ 
ganizer” is employed to visit all coun­ 
ties and many small towns and cities, 
to urge upon them that they enter the 
county library system; 
from 
which 
book* are sent free of charge to ev­ 
ery county library and to all county 
library branches, on requisition made 
by county librarians; at which all per­ 
sons engaged, or desirous of engag­ 
ing, in county library work are urged 
to spend not less than thirty days in 
regular state library service prelim­ 
inary to entering county library serv­ 
ice; from which 
is carried 
on 
the 
work of the state board of library ex­ 
aminers, of which the State librarian 
is ex-ofiicio chairman, this board hav­ 
ing authority over the admission 
of 
county librarians by examination and 
certificate, to the county library serv­ 
ice, the State librarian especially be­ 
ing charged with the supervision of 
all grading of county library employes; 
from which is exercised general su­ 
pervision of all county free libraries; 
the State librarian or his assistants 
being required to visit and inspect 
such librates, expenses of said in­ 
spection to be paid out of the state

State librarian being required from 
every county librarian; from which a 
convention of county librarians is to 
be annually called by the State libra­ 
rians being required to attend and 
their expenses paid out of county li­ 
brary funds.

it sends books to its brandies

through the county; it draws from the 
state library to be in turn sent out on 
loan to its county branches; it is un­ 
der general supervision of the Board 
of Supervisors who are authorized to 
direct its policy, establish branches 
or stations on recommendation of the 
county librarian, and have control of 
employes also on recommendation of 
county librarian—the management of 
the county system , purchase of books, 
etc., being in charge of the county 
librarian, who must be appointed by 
the supervisors for a four-year term, 
only on

(There is at present also provision 
that a public library may supply coun­ 
ty library service on contract arrange­ 
ment with the supervisors, tile library 
receiving a special appropriation from 
the supervisors for this service, but 
maintaining its own independent con­ 
trol and management. 
A bill was in­ 
troduced by the State library authori­ 
ties in the last legislature repealing 
this provision. It passed but was not 
signed by the governor, so this ar­ 
rangement is still permitted, though 
evidently not now desired by the state 
library.)

The county library branches as 
subsidiaries; these branches are es­ 
tablished throughout the county and 
may be located in incorporated cities 
and towns wherever 
deemed 
advis­ 
able (they may evidently be located 
in towns not affiliated with the coun­ 
ty system ); their service is furnish­ 
ed and controlled by the county li­ 
brary. 
4. 
The county library stations, as 
smaller subsidiaries; these 
stations 
are placed in postoffices, 
school 
or 
church buildings, private houses for 
neighborhood use, or any place de­ 
sired, generally in smau settlem ents 
and communities without library fa­ 
cilities; they are small collections— 
generally 50 volumes—which are ex­ 
changed for other books every two 
weeks or as may be desired, trans­ 
portation charges being paid by the 
county library; 
some person desig­ 
nated by or satisfactory to the county 
librarian acts as custodian aud keeps 
records of circulation, etc., on blanks 
supplied. 
Comments 
Certain features of the system de­ 
serve approval and support from ev­ 
eryone interested in developing public 
education through the use of books. 
These are: 
The sending of traveling 
library collections to the small com­ 
munities without libraries and to iso­ 
lated residents of the counties; tho 
free use of books of the State library 
which contains many volumes that 
could not be supplied in small public 
libraries; the probable working out, 
through uniform reports to the State 
library of accepted standards of li­ 
brary activity aud service; the awak­ 
ening oi interest in 
the 
desire

books more generally throughout the 
state. 
There are, however, aspects of the 
system that must be regarded as dan­ 
gerous to the existing public library 
interests of the state, and as tend­ 
ing to check further municipal public 
library development.

extension of the county system , giv­ 
ing as it does the State librarian in­ 
fluence over the selection, appoint­ 
ment and grading of virtually all the 
w orkers in the system, m ust result In 
the dom ination of a

official 
over the librarians of the state, to a 
degree that cannot but be dangerous 
and inadvisable, leading inevitably to

The creation of a state library 
“m achine,” or subordinated body of 
library w orkers, forming a large m a­ 
jority in the California Library Asso­ 
ciation, re-electing each year the sam e 
officers, acting aud voting iu unison 
in furtherance of ^u ch m easures

rendering an equitable representation 
of t,he interests of municipally con­ 
trolled libraries extremely difficult, if 
not impossible.

Cross as a world whl© Institution,

“ Fifty years have rolled by since the 
holding of th at first international con­ 
vention in Geneva, Switzerland, when

T hat was ou August 22, 1864.

half century the hum anitarian arm s 
of the civilized nations of the world 
have been m arching to the relief of 
distressed peoples under the banner 
of the i od cross on a white ground. 
Almost everyw here human beings ex­ 
ist today tho Red Cross is recognized 
us the insignia of mercy, succor and 
lieu neutrality. 
"P artly due to 
the 
work 
of the 
United States Sanitary Commission in 
safeguarding the health and alleviat­ 
ing tho suffering of 
the 
sick 
and 
wounded during the Civil War, confer­ 


ences were held in Geneva 
in 
1863 
and 1864, at which first fourteen, then 
twenty-five countries were represent­ 
ed, opt of which grew- the 
organiza­ 
tion and recognition 
of 
perm anent 
lied Cross societies 
throughout 
the 
world. 
Field agents of 
the 
United 
States S anitary 
Commission 
subse­ 
quent to tho convention of 1864 were 
the first relief workers to use the red 
cross atgn and flag in actual service. 
“In this second conference the ac­ 
tions of the convention of 1863 were 
reviewed and the Red Cross treaty, 
proposing a new rule of international 
law. was entered into. 
The 
United 
States was represented by her m inis­ 
ter, Mr. George C. Fogg, and by Mr. 
Charles S. P. Bowles, the 
European 
attent of the Sanitary Commission. Ac 
cording to these gentlem en, the docu­ 
m ents and statistics 
telling 
of 
the 
practical effects of the efforts of tho 
Sanitary Commission 
In 
preventing 
and alleviating suffering during 
the 
Civil W ar proved of the utm ost value 
to the second Geneva 
congress, 
and 
Mr. Bowles goes so far as to say that 
but for these visible dem onstrations i 
Of the benefits 
of 
organized 
relief j 
work this congress 
probably 
would I 
have been a failure. 
“The resolutions and recom m enda­ 
tions may be sum m arized as follows: 
"F irst—T hat each governm ent 
ex­ 
tend its sanction, authority and pro 
lect ion to sanitary com m issions 
and 
their relief corps. 
"Second—T hat in tim e of war the 
privilege of neutrality be extended to 
ambulances, 
m ilitary 
hospitals, oft! 
d a is aud attaches of the medical ser­ 
vices, 
regulars 
and 
volunteers, 
to 
nurses and to the inhabitants In the 
theater of war who should leceive and 
care for the wounded In their houses, 
“Third—T hat the universal Insignia 
and flag of persons, officials and vol­ 
unteers, who m ight assist in the care 
of the wounded in war, and of amini 
lances and hospitals in all arm ies he 
.‘a white flag or baud with a red cross.’ 
The cross itself was not otherw ise de­ 
scribed.’*
